HOUSING  CCidDITIONS 


There  is  no  acute  housing  shortage  in  any  of  the  villages  5 and  it 
is  possible  that  the  fulfillment  of  the  Council's  I951  Housing  programme 
will  solve  the  prosc^nt  problem.
